Is wall bo expected that I precont some sug- 
gestions of State p.icy for your consideration,

Bonadary ia n question for your action. A 
commission, to couter with neighboring Staten, 
with authority to orrange for the survey of 
dividing lines, would perhaps be the apeediest 
ond best mode of ascertaining our exact spread. 

Finance will engage your attention, Men, 
as above depicted by the poet from whom I 
have quoted, sre n good thing in o State, So 
is money. Men weéhout money are of little use 
to this or any other mundane State—if your 
honorable body will indulge the remark, We 
are naturally brought to the question, ‘What 
shall we do to raise funds?!

An an equally fruitful, and entirely reputable

This wasn 
‘big job’ added to the already hercalean enter- 
prise of the confedorates, and tro iH-atarred 
attempts to fulfill its requirments have exposed

abyso of Secession, it becomes necessary to 
pledgo the faith of tho Confederacy to main- 
tain the integrity of her territory which llea 
westward of the crests of the Allegbentes, and 
io drained by afiluents of tho Ohio, in a detested, 
Mezentian Union with the aristocratic, slavery~ 
cursed, dead-alive ‘old fieldo’ of tide water and 
Piedmont Virginia.

Instruction, 
STATE OF BUENA VISTA. 
Zo the Hon. Legislature of the State of 

Buena Vista: 

GENTLEMEN : In obedience to the daties re- 
quired of me by law, aod in compliance with 
your request, I herewith euabmit my first atinnat 
report; bat before eabmitting for yout consid- 
eration euch information as I possess relative to 
the achool system of the State, I beg to be 
indulged ia afew geaerat remarks. The wise 
philoeopber bas said thet God bas made noth- 


mo | ing in vain, shat every human being bas within 


his own particular ephera a certain part to act, 
and that, too, accordiag to the preconceived 
knowledge and will of the All Wise Providence; 
hence you see the good and the bad, the intel- 
ligent and the idiotic, the proud and humble, 
the grave and the gay, all inhabiting the esme 
ephere and alk marching on to the same desti- 
ny. Man appeura npon, and disappears from 
she atage of action, as the waves of ocean lave 
the troubled shore, and recede again and are 
iost to view. Then taking into consideration 
the uncertainty of life, and the certain disolu- 
tion and decay of all that is human, ehould it 
not ba the study of ull to improve the short 
time allotted to map, and endeavor to Mil that 
position in life and perform that duty designed 
by the All Wise Creator? Do this, and it is 
within the reach of every intelligent buman 
being to excel in 2ome particuiur trade, occu- 
pation or profession, if coupled with industry, 
integrity and sobriety.

nalian sporta, and midnight hours are made

A Legend of the Cross. 


An ancient legend, giving the history of the 
tree from which the cross was made, rane ag 
follows: 

_FPonr hundred and thirty-two years after 
his expalsion from Paradise, Adam had tilled 
the ground in the valley of Hebron, when-he 
felt bis end approaching, and determined to 
send his son Seth to the gates of Paradise, to 
demand from their keeper, *the angel called 
Cherubim,’ the oil of mercey that had been 
promised to Adam when he was driven from 
the garden, Seth accordingly set forth, finding 
his way by the footprints of Adami and Eve, 
upon which no grass hod grown since they had 
passed from Paradise to Hebron, The angel, 
after hearing the message, ordered Seth to look 
beyond the gate iuto the garden, and to tell 
him what he saw. He beheld a place of inex- 
prersible delight and beauty, with four great 
rivers proceeding from à fountain in the centers 
and, rising from the edge of the fountain, an 
enormona tree with wide spreading branches, 
but without either bark ex leaves, He wag or- 
dered toJook a second time, when he saw a 
serpent twisted aronnd the trea; and a third 
time when the prerhid raised itself to Heaven, 
and bore on its summit a child wrapped in 
glittering vestments, It waa this child, said 
the angel, who wonld give to Adam the oil of 
naercy when the due time should come, Mean- 
while the angel gave Seth three seeds from the 
fruit of the tree of which Adam hai eaten.

foliy, catried them with him darisg the years 
of wandering in the desert, and then planted 
them in a mysterious valley named Comfrafor 

(‘comfort,’ ‘eonsolation’?) from Comfrafort. 
David was directed to bring them to Jerusalem,
